Mayor Harrison, from hig sumnier home at 
Huron Mountain, Mich., has set aside the 
protests of the Hyde Park Protective asso- 
ciation and ordered licenses issued -to the 
Edelweiss summer garden and Wallschlag’s 
saloon. Both places are in the block north 
of Washington park, at Cottage Grove ave- 
nue and Fifty-first street. | 

Following the Mayor’s decision’ received 
by mail yesterday, Acting Mayor Walker 
ordered the licenses issued at once. 
°* Arthur Burrage Farwell, secretary of the! 
protective association, was present when the 
crder was issued, and expressed great dis- 
appointment at the ma or’s decision. He 
-gaid the courts would petitioned for a 
writ to prevent the two places 
under these licenses. 


Only Two Points Involved. 

Mayor Harrison, in his letter which severely: 

res Secretary Farwell, says there are but 
two points involve@t Whether purchased sig- 
natures are valid, and whether a ere 
once filed may be revoked. 

* When the objectors to the granting of the 
licenses in question present valid evidence 
showing that money has been paid for any 
of the consents on file in the city collector's 
office,” he says to the first, ‘t it will be time 
for the corporation counsel's office to consider 
the question whether a paid consent ps a valid 
consent.”’ 


Signature Cannot Be 

On the second point he stands by an opin- 
jon by former Corporation Counsel Beale, 
concurred in by Corporation Counsel Walker, 
that a signature once given cannot be re- 
voked under these circunistances. 

“Tam not willing,” continues the mayor,

of W. M. Allister, firstl$, because of this

and, secondly, because the issuance of the 
license in question has been delayed to give 
the protective association an opportunity to

*‘As the park commissioners cannot sign 
in favor of a saloon,” he says, “‘ fairness re- 
quires that their frontage be considered 
neutral. If there be a public demand in 
favor of barring saloons from park frontage 
property, the proper body to consider this 
question is the city council, which already 
has acted slong’ this, line? im the case of cer- 
tain of the city’s boulevards.” 

Scores Secretary Farwell. 
Referring to a letter from Secretary Far- 


well forwarded to him by Corporation. Coun- 
sel Walker, the mayor says: 


“This communication is so evidently writ-: 


ten for the p se of making capital for 
its writer.in the association which employs: 
him, as well as for the purpose of distorting 
my own Official. acts, that I do not feel 
justified in letting it pass unnoticed. 

“It may be clear to the astute mind of the 
secretary of the protective association that 
the brick wall twenty-five feet back from 
Fifty- first street was built because my ‘ad- 
ministration took the position. that park 
frontage must be counted, but in this case 
the secretary is mistaken. The brick wal) ° 
was built because of my decision that- when 
a petition was presented for a saloon on a 
, corner, then the frontage consents.for both 
‘ etreets of the corner must accompany the 
petition. 

License Money in Escrow. 

After announcing that the licenses will 
be dated back to the time the petitions,were 
filed, the mayor continues: 

“The city, it may be said, has lost noth- 
ing, as the licenses, as well as the license 
moneys, for all this time, Wpon an agreement 
made by me with the various dramshop keep- 
ers, and originally assented to by the secre- 
tary and attorney of the protective associa- 
tion, have been lying in escrow in the hands 
of the city collector, awaiting. a decision of 
the: various points at issue.” 


Orders License Issued. 
Conctating his argument the mayor finally 
passes on the case as follows: 

** Thold that sufficient time in all reason has 
heen given the association to present its ob- 
jections and file confirmatory evidence. If it 
has failed to submit valid objéction up to the 
date of the receipt of this communication the 

‘strict requirements of the law should be ob- 
served and the in should be 

iseued.”’ 

Secretary Farwell’s Appeal. 

Secretary Farwell, in a letter to the mayor 
under date of July 25, and which was for- 
warded to Huron mountain, reviewed the 
history of the Edelweiss case and previous 
decisions in similar disputes, and continued: 

“If it is a close question whether Mr. Al- 
lister’s 280 feet should be counted for these 
dramshops or against when he takes the 
position that it shoyld not be’ counted, let me 
remind you that in 1898, if it was a close 
question about the April 4 ordinance, you 
decided in favor of ‘ The Allen ’ (the Schoen-

NOT AFRAID TO CHANGE THE TARIFF. 
The republicans of Iowa reaffirm in this, 
year’s platform certain statements made in

Whea acts of violence are committed dur- 
ing a strike in a city the strikers often say, 
and sometimes truthfully, that roughs and 
hoodlums are the chief, if not the sole, of- 
fenders.

children. The rioters are people whom the 


officers of the unions ought to be able to 


control but are not. 

President Mitchell knows who the men 
are who work. in the anthracite mines. He 
knows that many of them are densely ignor- 
ant, easily excited, and when excited too 
apt to resort to violence. Therefore he as- 
sumes a grave responsibility when he puts 
himself at the head of men whom he must 
know he cannot keep from the commission 
of acts of violence which will be fatal to

Has President Mitchell done all that lies 
in his power to prevent the outbreaks in 
the anthracite districts?

The ordnance experts of the war depart- 

ment have apparently taken another and 
a long step ahead in the increase of the. 
destructive power of projectiles. By the 
use of a new time fuse, combined with an 
explosive, the formula of which is one of 
the department secrets, it is possible to 
penetrate fourteen inches of Krupp armor 
before the shell explodes. As heretofore it 
has only been possible with a twelve inch 
shell to penetrate more than seven inches: 
of armor, and as the heaviest Kripp armor 
on any modern battleship is not over twelve 
inches thick, it is plain that no armored 
vessel now afloat could stand the impact 
of these shells, and that its danger would 
be greatly enhanced by the explosion of 
the shell in the vessel’s interior, after it had 
reached the limit of penetration. 
- It now remains to be demonstrated what 
value this new“weapon of war has beyond 
the merely scientific. From that point of 
view it is a great achievement. A shell 
that can penetrate fourteen inches of hard- 
ened steel, with a fuse so timed that the 
shell will not explode until it has reached 
the limit of penetration, is a wonderful de- 
velopment of ordnance: Its real value, how- 
ever, can only be tested in time of war. _ 

The naval experts are agreed that ves- 
sels must have greater thickness of armor. 
This, however, would add greatly to the 
weight of the vessels and involve reduction 


of other weights. . It is not easy to see 


what reductions could be made that would 
not impair the armament and possibly de- 
crease speed. It is the old.story over again 
of the race between the projectile and the 
armor which has been going on since the 


old wooden vessels, fiercest of fighters, were | 


abandoned. With each increase of explosive 
power armor has been made stronger until 
seemingly both had reached the maximum. 
Now, if the tests can be relied upon, the 
projectile is far ahead. Perhaps science, | 
which has done so much in hardening armor, 
may yet find some way of toughening steel 
plate so that it can resist even this new. 
projectile. That seems to be the only way 
out of the dangerous situation which th 
new development has prodtced.

It was Lord Salisbury who at the Berlin 
congress of 1878 first proposed the occupa- 
tion of the two Ottoman provinces in ques- 
tion by Austria-Hungary, and it was largely 
due. to his diplomacy that the project be- 
came an established fact. People at Vienna 
haye not forgotten this, and the Austrian 
emperor in particular is keenly appreciative 
of a piece of diplomacy on the part of a 
minister of a foreign power which hds had 
the effect of’ compensating the Hapsburg 
dynasty for loss of its Italian provinces 
in the so us wars of 1859 and 1866. 


N OWHERE is Lord Salisbury’s retire- 


When. Hungary’s parliament next meets it 
will be in the new, magnificent, and imposing 
palace which has been erected-on the banks 
of the Danube, and it is probable that the 
building that has until now served as the 
meeting place of the Magyar legislature, and 
which is situated in the so-called Sandor 
street, will be torn down. : 

Yet it deservesa better fate. For it has 
witnessed, so to speak, the regeneration of 
Hungary as a self-governing nation, no 
longer a mere province of Austria, but a 
state po ing rights equal to those of 
Austria in every respect and bound to her 
by ties that are almost exclusively dynaatic, 
It is not an old building.

seen to fall from her eyes in public. 


Sir Archibald Douglas, the newly appoint- 
ed vice admiral in command of the British 
naval forces in North American waters and 
in the West Indies, is large hearted, single 
minded, and a popular officer, who has not 
the faintest idea of art, but who makes up 
for his Philistinism in this respect by being 
a splendid sportsman.

existence it was restricted exclusively tothe ; 


sons of the great nobles, but subsequently a 
more liberal policy was adopted: and the 
boys not only of people of bourgeois rank but 
also of Hebrews were admitted. There have 
likewise been a large number of foreigners 
among the pupils, including the present 
khedive of Egypt and his younger brother 
and heir, Prince Mehemet Ali, the late King 
Alfonso of Spain, three sons of the ex-crown 
princess of Brazil, the son of the duke of 
Alencon, besides many others. 

Only those pupils who are of ancient line- 
agé both on the father and the mogher’s 
side figure as pages of honor at court func- 
tions, and, although denied by the author- 
ities, the fact remhins that they form a 
caste apart at the college, who, in a social 
sense, hold aloof from those of their com- 
rades, the blood in whose veins is not quite 
so blue in its hue, 

Within the last ten years or so the Im- 
perial Oriental academy has been brought

New York Journal of Commerce As- 
Fhat Neither Political Party

The New York Journal of Commerce, in an 
editorial discussing the trust situation and 
| the failure of either of the two chief political 
parties to provide adequate remedies, sug-

It does not advocate destruction of com- 
binations nor absolute public ownership, but 
points a middle course. article follows: 

“ For better or for worse, the monopolistic 
tendencies of the times are forced upon 
public attention as the leading political is- 
sue. From the Atlantic to, the Pacific, the 
haphazard concentration of industry isthe 
uppermost topic in the public mind, and with 
the approach of the elections its discussien 
inevitably becomes more acute. President 
Roosevelt has already endeavored to impress 
upon his party the necessity of dealing cour- 
ageously with this quéstion. We are not 
among those who doubt his sincerity of pur- 
pose, but how far his party leaders will fol- 
low his advice is exceedingly problematical. 
“Unfortunately, the republicans have a 
record of little more than evaded promises 
on this issue and are with reason suspected

*“*“Reduced to the simplest terms of ex- 
pression, the trust evil is largely due to spe-: 
cial legislation and,the inefficient enforce- 
ment of existing laws. If this be true, the 
course is clear and straight. Legislation 
-must be readjusted to the new. conditions; 
special favors must be withdrawn; natural 
economic forces must lave freer play, and 
such restraints as may be necessary must be 
imposed upon personal or corporate ambition 
and power. Public supervision and regula- 
tion are to be infinitely preferred to either a 
policy of destruction or the other extreme, 
public ownership. The latter is hardly think- 
able, unless we wish te invite universal con 
fusion, and turn our backs upon the ideals 
which have made America what itis. With 
such a policy, the trust movement may be 
safely left to work out its own solution. 
Withhold these corrections and we may drift 
into a sea of socialistic fantasies where all 
our boasted freedom and order will vanish. 

“ Below we append suggestions looking to 
a policy ealculated to avert these emitters» ced 
dangers: 

“ New. legislation should be expressly ‘na 
directly devoted to these ends: 

‘* First—Protect competition as the most 
effective preventionef monopoly: 

** Second—Reduce the tariff to a moderate 
revenue basis, especially on products domi- 
nated by large corporations. ~ 

“Third—Reform state corporation laws 
which now permit one state to openly defeat 
the laws of another state, doing elsewhere 
acts unlawful within its own borders. 

‘‘Fourth—Reform legislation permitting 
monopolies based upon patents and public 
tranchises. 

 Fifth—Secure reasonable publicity in the 
affairs of large corporations. 

‘* Sixth—Secure national laws against fic- 
tional capitalization of corporations.

Reports from Western States Along 


Burlington Region Show Most' 
' Promising Conditions. 


The monthly crop report prepar 
Burlington road, which will be published in 
the corn belt tomorrow, giyes a review of; 
the situation in Nebraska, ‘Iowa, northern 
Kansas, north Missouri, and northeast Colo- 
rado. The report says: 

** Since the July report was made the gen- 
eral rains in the country west of the Mis- 
souril have been largely increased. Over all 
the region as far west as Denver, at least, the 
early summer of 1902 is destined to be here- 
after referred to as the rainiest since the 
settlement of that country.

President Roosevelt Consults Officials 
@f the Island to Get Ideas for 
in the Philippines. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 31.—[Special.]—A 
report on conditions in Porto Rico was‘made 
to President Roosevelt today by Gov. Will- 
fam H. Hunt and Attorney General Harlan, 
who took lunch at Sagamore Hill. The gov- 
ernor brought with him the auditor’s papers 
for Porto Rico, showing: a healthy condition, 
which pleased the president. : 

In his plans for the establishment of civil 
government in the Philippines the president 
wanted. the information which these, men 
could give him coneerning the administra- 
tion in Porto Rico. It is probable that the 
lower house of the Philippines legislature, 
authorized by the Lodge bill, will be shaped 
after the Porto Rico. assembly. 

In response to a question by the president, 
Attorney General Harlan sajd that material 


advantage had fellowed the enforcement of : 
the convict labor law in Porto Rico. Mr. | 


Harlan was one of the first visitors to St. 
Pierre after the eruption of Mort Pelee. In 
telling the president about it he said. the 
stories about the number of bodies exposed 
in the streets was exaggerated, not more 
than 700 being seen.
